the liability of the owners of seagoing vessels. 


(3) The Rules shall nut by virtue of this Act apply 
to any contract for the carriage of goods by sea 
made before the 30th day of June, 1932, nor to 
any bill of lading or similar document of title 
issued, whether before or after such day as afore- 
said, in pursuance of any such contract as afore- 
said. 
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7. Any Court in Newfoundland having jurisdiction to 
the amount claimed shall have power to try any action for 
loss of or damage to goods carried by sea to or from this 
Dominion, and such action may be commenced and con- 
tinued to judgment and execution, anything in any 
Bill of Lading, receipt or other similar document to 
the eontrary notwithstanding. 


8. Chapter 187 of the Consolidated Statutes, (Third 
Series), entitled ‘‘Of the Liability of Carriers by Water,’’ 
is hereby repealed in respect to any contract for the car- 
riage of goods by sea made after the 80th day of June, 1932, 
and to any Bill of Lading or similar ducument of title issu- 
ed in pursuance of any such contract. 


SCHEDULE 


Rules Relating to Bills of Lading 


ARTICLE I. 
Defimtions. 


In these Rules the following expressions have the 
meanings hereby assigned to them respectivly, that is to 
say— 


(a) ‘‘Carrier’’ includes the owner or the charterer 
who enters into a contract of carriage with a 
shipper. 


(b) ‘‘Contract of carriage’? applies only to con- 
tracts of carriage covered by a bill of lading or 
any similar document of title, in so far as such 
document relates to the carriage of goods by sea, 
including any bill of lading or any similar docu- 
ment as aforesaid issued under or pursuant to a 
charterparty from the moment at which such 
bill of lading or similar document of title regu- 
lates the relations between a carrier and a holder 
of the same: 
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(c) “‘Goods’’ includes goods, wares, merchandises, 
and articles of every kind whatsoever, except 
live animals and cargo which by the contract of 
carriage is stated as being carried on deck and 
is so carried : 


(d) ‘‘Ship’’ means any vessel used for the carriage 
of goods by sea: 


(e) “‘Carriage of goods’’ covers the period from the 
time when the goods are loaded on to the time 
when they are discharged from the ship. 


ARTICUE £1, 
Risks 


Subject to the provisions of Article VI., under every 
contract of carriage of goods by sea the earrier, in relation 
to the loading, handling, stowage, carriage, custody, care, 
and <ischarge of such goods, shall be subject to the respon- 
sibilities and habilities, and entitled to the rights and imm1- 
nities hereinafter set forth. 


ARTICLE III. 
Responsibilities and Inabilities. 


1. The carrier shall be bound, before and at the begin- 
ning of the voyage, to exercise due diligence to— 


(a) Make the ship seaworthy: 

(b) Properly man, equip, and supply the ship: 

(c) Make the holds, refrigerating, and cool cham- 
bers, and all other parts of the ship in which 


goods are carried, fit and safe for their recep- 
tion, carriage and preservation. 
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2. Subject to the provisions of Article IV., the carrier 
shall properly and carefully load, handle, stow, carry, keep, 
eare for and discharge the goods carried. 


3. After receiving the goods into his charge, the carri- 
er, or the master or agent of the carrier, shall, on demand 
of the shipper, issue to the shipper a bill of lading showing 
among other things— 


(a) The leading marks necessary for identification 
of the goods as the same are furnished in writing 
by the shipper before the loading of such goods 
starts, provided such marks are stamped or 
otnerwise shown clearly upon the goods if un- 
eovered, or on the cases or coverings in which 
such goods are contained, in such a manner as 
should ordinarily remain legible until the end 
of the voyage; 


(b) Hither the number of packages or pieces, or the 
quantity, or weight, as the case may be, as fur- 
nished in writing by the shipper; 


(c) The apparent order and condition of the goods: 


Provided that no carrier, master or agent of the carri- 
er, shall be bound to state or show in the bill of lading any 
marks, number, quantity, or weight which he has reasonable 
grounds for suspecting not accurately to represent the 
goods actually received, or which he has had no reasonable 
means of checking, 


4. Such a bill of lading shall be prima facie evidence of 
the receipt by the carrier of the goods as therein described 
in accordance with paragraph 3 (a), (b), and (¢). 


5. The shipper shall be deemed to have guaranteed to 
the carrier the accuracy at the time of shipment of the 
marks, number, quantity, and weight, as furnished by him, 
and {he shipper shall indemnify the carrier against all loss, 
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damayes, and expenses arising or resulting from inaccura- 
cies in such particulars. The right of the carrier to such 
indemnity shall in no way limit his responsibility and lia- 
bility under the contract of carriage to any person other 
than the shipper. 


6. Unless notice of loss or damage and the general na- 
ture of such loss or damage be given in writing to the earri- 
er or his agent at the port of discharge before or at the time 
of the removal of the goods into the eustody of the person 
entitled to delivery thereof under the contract of carriage, 
or, if the loss or damage be not apparent, within three days, 
such removal shall be prima facie evidence of the delivery 
by the carrier of the goods as described in the bill of alding. 


The notice in writing need not be given if the state of 
the goods has at the time of their receipt been the subject of 
joint survey or inspection. 


In any event the carrier and the ship shall be discharg- 
ed from all lability in respect of loss or damage unless suit 
is brought within one year after delivery of the goods or 
the date when the goods should have been delivered. 


In the ease of any actual or apprehended loss or dam- 
age the earrier and the receiver shall give all reasonable 
facilities to each other for inspecting and tallying the goods, 


7. After the goods are loaded the bill of lading to be 
issued by the earrier, master or agent of the carrier, to the 
shipper shall, if the shipper so demands, be a ‘“‘shipped’’ 
bill of lading, provided that if the shipper have previously 
taken up any document of title to such goods, he shall sur- 
render the same as against the issue of the ‘‘shipped’’ bill 
of lading, but at the option of the carrier such document of 
title may be noted at the port of shipment by the carrier, 
master, or agent with the name or names of the ship or 
ships upon which the goods have been shipped and the date 
or dates of shipment, and when so noted the same shall for 
the purpose of this Article be deemed to constitute a ‘‘ship- 
ped’’ bill of lading. 
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8. Any clause, covenant or agreement in a contract of 
carriage relieving the carrier or the ship from liability for 
loss or damage to or in connection with goods arising from 
negligence, fault or failure in the duties and obligations 
provided in this Article or lessening such liability otherwise 
than as provided in these Rules, shall be null and void and 
vf no effect. 


A benefit of insurance or similar clause shall be deemed 
to be a clause relieving the carrier from liability. 


ARTICLE IV. 
Rights and Immunities 


1. Neither the carrier nor the ship shall be liable for 
loss or damage arising or resulting from unseaworthiness 
unless caused by want of due diligence on the part of the 
earrier to make the ship seaworthy, and to secure that the 
ship is properly manned, equipped and supplied, and to 
make the holds, refrigerating and cool chambers and all 
other parts of the ship in which goods are carried fit and 
safe for their reception, carriage and preservation in ac- 
eordance with the provisions of paragraph 1 of Article III. 


Whenever loss or damage has resulted from unseawor- 
thiness, the burden of proving the exercise of due diligence 
shall be on the carrier or other person claiming exemption 
under this section. 


2. Neither the carrier nor the ship shall be responsible 
for loss or damage arising or resulting from— 


(a) Act, neglect, or default of the master, mariner, 
pilot or the servants of the carrier in the naviga- 
tion or in the management of the ship; 


(b) Fire, unless caused by the actual fault or privity 
of the carrier;

Strikes or lock-outs or stoppage or restraint of 
labour from whatever cause, whether partial or 
general ;

(m) Wastage in bulk or weight or any other loss or 


damage arising from inherent defect, quality, or 
vice of the goods; 


Insufficiency of packing; 
Insufficiency or inadequacy of marks; 


Latent defects not discoverable by due dili- 
gence; 


Any other cause arising without the actual fault 
or privity of the carrier, or without the fault or 
neglect of the agents or servants of the carrier, 
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but the burden of proof shall be on the person 
claiming the benefit of this exception to show 
that neither the actual fault or privity of the 
carrier nor the fault or neglect of the agents or 
servants of the carrier contributed to the loss or 
damage. 


3. The shipper shall not be responsible for loss or dam- 
age sustained by the carrier or the ship arising or resulting 
from any cause without the act, fault or neglect of the 
shipper, his agents or his servants. 


4. Any deviation in saving or attempting to save life 
or property at sea, or any reasonable deviation shall not be 
deemed to be an infringement or breach of these Rules or of 
the contract of carriage, and the carrier shall not be liable 
for any loss or damage resulting therefrom, 


5. Neither the carrier nor the ship shall in any event 
be or become liable for any loss or damage to or in connec- 
tion with goods in an amount exceeding five hundred dollars 
per package or unit, or the equivalent of that sum in other 
currency, unless the nature and value of such goods have 
been declared by the shipper before shipment and inserted 
in the bill of lading. 


This declaration if embodied in the bill of lading shall 
be prima facie evidence, but shall not be binding or conclu- 
sive on the carrier. 


By agreement between the carrier, master or agent of 
the earrier and the shipper another maximum amount than 
that mentioned in this paragraph may be fixed, provided 
that such maximum shall not be less than the figure above 
named, 


Neither the carrier nor the ship shall be responsible in 
any event for loss or damage to or in connection with goods 
if the nature or value thereof has been knowingly misstated 
by the shipper in the bill of lading. 
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6. Goods of an inflammable, explosive or dangerous 
nature to the shipment whereof the carrier, master or agent 
of the earrier, has not consented, with knowledge of their 
nature and character, may at any time before discharge be 
landed at any place or destroyed or rendered innocuous by 
the earrier without compensation, and the shipper of such 
goods shall be hable for all damages and expenses directly 
or indirectly arising out of or resulting from such shipment, 


If any such goods shipped with such knowledge and 
eonsent shall become a danger to the ship or cargo, they 
may in like manner be landed at any place or destroyed o1 
rendered innocuous by the carrier without liability on the 
part of the carrier except to general average, if any. 


ARTICLE V. 


Surrender of Rights and Immunities, and Increase of 
Responsibilities and Inabilities. 


A earrier shall be at liberty to surrender in whole or 
in part all or any of his rights and immunities or to increase 
any of his responsibilities and liabilities under the Rules 
contained in any or these Articles, provided such surrender 
or increase shall be embodied in the bill of lading issued to 
the shipper. 


The provisions of these Rules shall not be appheable to 
charterparties, but if bills of lading are issued in the case 
of a ship under a charterparty they shall comply with the 
terms of these Rules. Nothing in these Rules shall be held 
to prevent the insertion in a bill of lading of any lawful 
provision regarding general average, 


ARTICLE VI. 


Special Conditions 


Notwithstanding the provisions of the preceding Articles, 
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a carrier, master or agent of the carrier, and a shipper 
shall in regard to any particular goods be at lberty to enter 
into any agreement in any terms as to the responsibility and 
liability of the carrier for such goods, and as to the rights 
and immunities of the carrier in respect of such goods, or 
his obligation as to seaworthiness, so far as this stipulation 
is not contrary to public policy, or the care or diligence of 
his servants or agents in regard to the loading, handling, 
stowage, carriage, custody, care, and discharge of the goods 
carried by sea, provided that in this case no bill of lading 
has been or shall be issued and that the terms agreed shal! 
be embodied in a receipt which shall be a non-negotiable 
document and shall be marked as such. 


Any agreement so entered into shall have full legal 
effect : 


Provided that this Article shall not apply to ordinary 
commercial shipments. made in the ordinary course of trade, 
but only to other shipments where the character or condi- 
tion of the property to be carried or the circumstances, 
terms and conditions under which the carriage is to be per- 
formed, are such as reasonably to justify a special agree- 
ment. 


ARTICLE VII. 
Limitations on the Application of the Rules. 


Nothing herein contained shall prevent a carrier or a 
shipper from entering into any agreement, stipulation, con- 
dition, reservation or exemption as to the responsibility 
and liability of the carrier or the ship for the loss or dam- 
age to or in connection with the custody and care and hand- 
ling of goods prior to the loading on and subsequent to the 
discharge from the ship on which the goods are carried by 
sea. 
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ARTICLE VIII. 
Linutation of Inability 
The provisions of these Rules shall not affect the 
rights and obligations of the carrier under any statute for 
the time being in force relating to the hmitation of the 
hability of owners of sea-going vessels,

lines of Telegraph in the Island of Newfoundland, 
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AND WHEREAS the Companies as such suecessors 
have under Section 6 of the Act 17 Victoria Chapter 2, 
hitherto been under obligation to construct, complete, keep 
in order and operate a main or trunk line of magnetic 
electric or other telegraphs from St. John’s to or towards 
Cape Ray and also from St. John’s or to towards Trepas- 
sey and such lines have been constructed. 


AND WHEREAS the Companies desire to be releas- 
ed from their obligations in respect of certain of the said 
lines as hereinafter set forth and the Government desires 
to aequire and take over the same and consolidate them with 
the lines now owned by the Government. 


AND WHEREAS the Western Union Telegraph Com- 
pany has an agreement with the Reid Newfoundland Com- 
pany dated the 13th day of January 1920 and relating inter 
alia to the use of the railroad right of way, tree transporta- 
tion and public telegraph business at railroad stations and 
the Government as suecessor to the Reid Newfoundland 
Company in the operation of the Railway has been perform- 
ing the Railway’s part of such agreement since the year 
1923 and it is mutually desired to terminate the said agree- 
ment and in lieu thereof to make such new agreement as is 
hereinafter set forth. 


AND WHEREAS the Government has been duly 
authorized by an Act of the Legislature to enter into, exe 
eute and carry out this agreement. 


NOW THEREFORE FOR AND IN CONSIDERA-

4. The Companies shall respectively have the perpetual 
right to construct, reconstruct, alter, maintain, relocate, use 
and operate to the extent hereinafter mentioned, overhead 
and underground telegraph lines within the Avalon Penin- 
sula and the Isthmus thereto but not elsewhere, other than 
those surrendered hereunder, for connecting their subma- 
rine cable landing stations in Newfoundland with each 
other and with their St. John’s offices and with such other 
offices as they may from time to time have in the Avalon 
-’cninsula and the Isthmus thereto, 


5. The Companies shall respectively be entitled to 
transmit over their above mentioned telegraph lines: 


(a) Messages originating outside of Newfoundland

6. The Companies shall respectively have the right 
to transmit over their above mentioned telegraph lines, and 
as regards the Western Union Telegraph Company, over 
any further lines of telegraph which that company may 
construct under paragraph 10, all which telegraph lines 
are hereinafter called ‘‘said telegraph lines,’’ messages re- 
ceived from points outside of Newfoundland for forwarding 
from their St. John’s offices or any of their other offices 
present or future in the Avalon Peninsula and the Isthmus 
thereto which they may from time to time operate in con- 
nection with their ocean cable systems, to points in New- 
foundland outside of the St, John’s iocal telephone area 
above referred to, and messages received at any of their 
said other offices for transmission by cable to points outside 
of Newfoundland, provided that on messages so transmitted 
by them respectively under this paragraph, the Companies 
shall respectively pay to the Government during the con- 
tinuance of the Government’s present contract with the 
Commercial Cable Company, the same amounts as would 
have been payable to the Government under that contract if 
the messages had been received at the Commercial Cable

ment land lines to cable landing stations or terminals of the 
Commercial Cable Company in the Avalon Peninsula for 
transmission abroad, and that after the termination of the 
said existing contract the Companies shall respectively pay 
to the Government on any such messages so transmitted by 
them respectively, the same amounts as would have been 
payable to the Government under the most favourable 
agreement which the Government may from time to time 
have with any company other than the Companies if such 
messages had been handled by such other company under 
conditions corresponding mutatis mutandis to those men- 
tioned above with regard to the Commercial Cable Com- 
pany, and if there be no such agreement at any time, then 
reasonable amounts on a scale to be determined by arbitra- 
tion. 


7. The Companies may respectively also transmit over 
their said telegraph lines service messages relating to their 
respective businesses without payment of any tolls to the 
Government. 


8. The Companies may respectively transmit to ad- 
dressees by telephone messages transmitted to and deliver- 
able from their St. John’s offices, and may respectively re- 
ceive by telephone at their St. John’s offices messages for 
transmission from such offices, provided that on all such 
messages transmitted or received by the Companies respect- 
ively by telephone to or from points outside the area at 
present served free of tolls by the St. John’s telephone ex- 
change, the Companies shall respectively pay to the Govern- 
ment in lieu of the tolls mentioned in paragraph 6, the same 
amounts as would have accrued to the Government if such 
messages had been transmitted or received to or from such 
points over Government telegraph lines.

SCHEDULE. 


POWERS AND DUTIES OF THE CONTROLLER OF 
THE TREASURY AND DEPUTY MINISTER 
OF FINANCE 


The principal functions of the Controller shall be: 


1. To exercise ‘‘Treasury Control’’ over the expen- 
diture of the Dominion, and to see that no expenditure is 
made which is not in accordance with law or for which 
funds are not available. 


The invariable practice shall be that no new expendi- 
ture as hereinafter defined be incurred without the con- 
sent of the Department of Finance given in writing by 
formal letter or upon a form signed by the Controller 
who will in all important matters consult the Minister of 
Binanece and Customs. If in case of emergency consent 
is given orally, it shall subsequently be confirmed in 
writing. 
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All proposals for expenditure not provided for in 
the Vote of a Department for which it is proposed _ to 
obtain an Order of the Governor in Council must first 
be submitted to the Department of Finance in order that 
the Minister may formally lay his views and those of the 
Controller upon the proposed expenditure before the 
Hxecutive Council. 


Any proposal on the part of a Department for new 
expenditure shall be forwarded in writing to the Con- 
troller with the following particulars: 


(1) The Department’s reasons for recommending 
the scheme in question. 


(2) An estimate of the cost involved and a state- 
ment of dates on which payments will have to 
be made. 


(3) Such further particulars as the Controller 
may demand. 


The Minister of Finance and Customs and the Con- 
troller shall approve the proposal only if they consider that 
the finances of the Dominion justify the expenditure, and if 
the necessary funds will be available on the dates required; 
provided that nothing herein shall prevent either the Minis- 
ter or the Controller from representing to the Governor in 
Council their views against any proposal on its merits, 
notwithstanding that the necessary funds will be available 
on the dates required. 


No recommendation for expenditure shall be  con- 
sidered unless made by or with the written consent of the 
Head of the recommending Department. 


No Member of the Legislature or other person what- 
soever shall be recognized as having authority to pledge 
the credit of the Government or to order work or goods 
on its behalf unless the Minister in charge of the Depart- 
ment concerned has given prior express authority in 
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writing specifying precisely the work to be done, the 
goods to be ordered or the money to be spent; such prior 
authority shall not be given in the case of any new work 
oe service without prior reference to the Department of 
Finance as above mentioned. 


No recommendation for the doing of any work or 
the incurring of any expense on behalf of the Govern- 
ment shall at any time be made direct to the Department 
of Finance, but only through the Head of a Department 
having to do with work or expenditure of the kind in 
question. 

New expenditure is defined as follows, but this defi- 
uition may be altered by regulation made under Section 
3 of this Act:

(1) Any new scheme or service which involves or 
may involve payment from public funds, 
whether or not this scheme or service is in 
pursuance of a general policy already adopted 
by the Government and whether or not pro- 
vision has been made for it in the Vote of a 
Department. (In practice very small services 
or expenditures are not required to be submit- 
ted individually to the Department of Finance 
but the Department concerned will be author- 

ized to undertake small works up to a definite 
limit to be specified. ) 


(2) The creation of new posts and the appoint- 
ment of additional staff whether permanent 
or temporary. 


(3) All inereases in salary, other than such auto- 
matic increases by seniority or on promotion 
as are provided under any properly author- 
ized seale or scheme and for which funds have 
been provided by the Legislature. 


(4) All proposals for additional payments to pub- 
he servants over and above their respective 
salaries. 
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(5) All proposals for special payments to any 
other person for services rendered. 


(6) All proposals for pensions, other than such as 
are provided for under any properly author- 
ized scale or scheme and for which funds have 
been provided by the Legislature 


2. To have genera! control over the collection of 
Death, Legacy, Estate or Probate Duties, Income Taxes, 
Profits Taxes, Sales Taxes and other miscellaneors

3. To watch generally in consultation with the Min- 
ister of Finance and Customs over the financial position 
of the Dominion; to have constantly under review the 
amounts received from all forms of taxation and other 
revenue and the course of expenditure; to see to the 
keeping of such accounts as will enable him to review 
not less often than monthly the position of the finances 
of the Dominion and to forecast revenue and expendi- 
ture; to bring forward proposals for economy or for in- 
creased or reduced taxation as may be necessary. 


4. During the absence from the Dominion or the 
disability from illness of the Minister of Finance and 
Customs or during a vacancy in the office of Minister, to 
exercise the powers and perform the duties relating to 
the Department of Finance which belong to the Minister 
of Finance and Customs.
